Tortured Until He Yielded. 
This sum was slow in being paid 
and Luis was taken out and a noose 
adjusted about his neck. 
Then he 
was gently hoisted from his feet. 
The torture was repeated until he sig­ 
naled he would pay the sum demand 
ed, all he had in the Chihuahua bank. 
Women relatives some time later 
appealed to Villa to release him, but 
Villa was adamant. 
A personal appeal to Secretary Bry­ 
an was suggested, but the old man 
shook his head. 
The appeal, how­ 
ever, may be made unless It is possi­ 
ble to raise the ransom money. 
The great bulk of the Terrazas for­ 
tune, normally estimated at $40,000,- 
OOO, was tied up by the confiscation 
order and most of the available mon­ 
ey has been spent in the last three 
years. 
General Terrazas regards any other 
arrangem ents as folly, as 
his son 
doubtless, he thinks, would be used 
merely as a means of further extor­ 
tion.

Rio Janeiro, Brazil, March 6.—The 
Brazilian government authorities pro­ 
claimed a state of siege in the cities 
of Rio Janeiro, Nictheroy and Petropo- 
lis. 
This is to remain in force until 
March 31. 
The government’s action is taken as 
a preventive measure against any pos­ 
sible troubles. 
Disturbances were feared from cer­ 
tain elements of the population as a 
result of the recent insurrection in 
the province of Geara, where the sit­ 
uation is reported worst. 
Managing editors of three of the 
principal newspapers, A Epoca, Cor- 
reio Da Noite and O Imparcial, were 
placed under arrest, while Generals 
Thaumaturgo, Azevedo and Feliciano 
Mondes de Moraes, two colonels and 
some other officers of the army were 
also made prisoners. 
A strict censorship was established 
by the government on 
telegraphic 
communications and ail the troops 
were confined to barracks. 
There were no disorders in the fed­ 
eral capital.

More Deaths Indoors in Chicago Than

Chicago, March 6.—Streets in Chi­ 
cago are safer than the homes and the 
horse drawn vehicles contribute to 
more accidents than the motor cars, 
according to the first report of the 
public safety commission nam ..J by 
Peter Hoffman, coroner. 
“In 1912 there were more accidental 
deaths reported in homes than In the 
streets,” the report said.

were the causes of the greatest num­ 
ber of deaths.”

Bryan In 1907. 
Back in 1907. when William J. Bry­ 
an had been making a tour of foreign 
countries, he by slow stages approach­ 
ed the United States. 
A distinguished 
Democrat hurried abroad with a mes­ 
sage. no less a personage than John 
Shun) Williams, then leader of the 
minority in the house of representa­ 
tives. 
Ile went with more than a 
“message to Garcia,” for he had sev­ 
eral messages, but the purport of them 
was to tell the man abroad to be “safe 
and sane” and all would be well. Mr. 
Bryan landed in New York, and before 
a crowded Madison Square Garden 
audience he declared himself in favor 
of various doctrines, including govern­ 
ment ownership of public utilities and 
a few other such strange things to De­ 
mocracy, and the whole conservative 
element of the Democratic party was 
chilled. 
Roosevelt In 1910-14. 
Roosevelt is beating other men In 
the role of the Man Abroad. 
In 1910 
he was returning from the jungles of 
Africa, and Gifford Pinchot hastened 
to tell him what was going on. Roose­ 
velt did not say much, as is his cus­ 
tom, but be came back and forced the 
T aft administration to support him 
and his policies in the New York state 
convention in 1910. 
And now the whole country is look 
ing forward to the trip of Douglas 
Robinson, who is going to visit the 
man abroad once more. Thousands of 
people interested in politics are won­ 
dering not so much what the mea 
sage will be. but they would like to 
know the answer.

This will kill the m ajority of the 
germs, and keep the rest from grow ­ 
ing, provided th a t the serum is kept 
cool. 


Serum has been known to remain 
good for two years, but this could 
hardly be expected of all serum.
